we did not get a start made at Aaa until some other town had 
stepped in and grasped the opportunity. 
I would be glad to put one of the heavy battery units of the 
new artillery regiments at Ada. We have Battery A of the light 
artillery at Wewoka and Battery B at Pittsburg. 
The difference 
between the two regiments will be that one is animal-drawn, 75M, 
and the other tractor-drawn, 155M. The 3 inch batteries will draw

To Citizens of Ada 


Every farmer will this year vote as he pleases. He always 
has done so and always should do so. But the farmer like 
every other citizen ought to think of politics in terms of his 
own business interests, and before casting a ballot to re­ 
pudiate a national democratic administration he ought to fig­ 
ure out just what that administration has done for him. 
Eight years ago or a little less the curtain went down on 
republican ascendancy in the United States. Sixteen years of 
republican rule had come to a stormy close. We of Okla­ 
homa have some very painful recollections of that era and 
can recall with the utmost ease the financial condition of 
Oklahoma farmers at that time. We doubt if our farming 
population can ever entirely forget the grueling days when 
republicans sat in the seats of the mighty at Washington 
and everything except interest rates and taxes were cheap 
as dirt. 
Eight years ago farming and slavery were almost kindred 
terms. It was a time when agricultural products were so 
cheap that the most thrifty farmer had to hustle to win the 
bare necessities of life. Thousands of the most thrifty didn't 
have a single dollar to show for their year’s labor when that 
year came to its discouraging close. Tens of thousands of 
honest and industrious farmers had all but lost hope and the 
spectre of hunger and penury was abroad in th* land. The 
richest river lands of Oklahoma would hardly support the 
men who cultivated them because of the dirt cheap prices 
paid in the open market for what the farmer produced. 
Eight years ago you could drive through an entire town­ 
ship in Oklahoma and fail to find a single residence that was 
really fit to stable cattle in. 
the tenant was not able to buy the land; because of inade­ 
quate returns on his investment the land owner was not able 
to improve his land. On every farm could be found the one- 
room shack, free of porch or window screens, the roof leaking 
and the walls letting in the frigid winds of winter. The 
footprints of poverty and destitution were visible on every 
farmstead. 
Eight years ago the Oklahoma farmer would sell his year's 
products and then visit his banker. He would enter the bank­ 
er's presence much as the old time school boy went into the 
presence of the old time schooL master. He went in to tell 
of low prices that mad^ it imperative that his mortgage be 
renewed for another year. The banker dreaded to see him 
coming, because of the story of need and misfortune that the 
farmer was sure to tell. After an hour's petitioning the farmer 
might get the banker’s promise that the mortgage would be 
renewed, but only a small part of the prior loan would be 
advanced for the next year’s accommodation. 
The farmer of eight years ago remembers the feeling of 
blue discouragement and humiliation that depressed his soul 
as he left the bank and went back to the home in the black 
jacks or among the hills. 
But with the passing of republican rule at Washington 
the financial clouds began to pass from the agricultural skies 
of Oklahoma. We have seen the changes wrought by the past 
eight years. We have seen thousands of farmers become the 
owners of their homes. We have seen hundreds of farmers 
pay for#their homes with the proceeds of one year of labor. 
We have seen the prices of agricultural products creep up 
from the zero mark of 1912 to the unprecedented figure of 
1919 and 1920. 
We have seen the old one-room shacks disappear one by 
one and comfortable homes take their places. We have seen 
the old pen of poles give place to the ample barn. We have 
seen the banker leave his desk and go outside his door to urge 
the farmer to call and get acquainted. We have seen the 
harried look pass entirely from the face of the man who tills 
the soil. 
We have seen the era of forty per cent money pass away. 
We have seen a state law enacted by democrats and a 
national rule enforced by a democratic official placing a legal 
inhibition on usurious charges. We have seen the Federal 
Reserve law enacted and vitalized by a democratic congress, 
increasing the volume of currency and making money easier 
in every part of the United States. No greater change has 
ever been wrought in the history of this republic than has 
been wrought in the centers of agriculture during the past 
eight years. 
Many men are fond of saying, many men are paid to say, 
that the prosperity that has come to the farmer Ie due en- 
. tirely to the ravages of war. But these inspired preachers of 
political fallacies have not yet explained to the American 
farmer why the United States alone of all the nations has 
been visited by this wave of prosperity. They may have a. 
year and a day to explain to the farmer why the only great 
nation in Christendom made prosperous during the war is 
the only nation in Christendom having the Federal Reserve 
law.

The county excise board has just 
refused to grant my department 
the appropriations 
necessary 
for 
the present fiscal year and has cut 
my estimate to the point where an 
efficient 
administration 
of 
the 
mayor's department for the year 
will be impossible. 
Knowing that the people expect 
efficient government, as they have 
the right to expect, and knowing 
that I must bear the criticism for 
any lack of efficiency. I feel that 
it is my duty both to the public 
and myself to make this statement 
in order that the people pf Ada 
may know what to expect and who 
is to Marne. 
I want the public to 
know that we cannot possibly have 
efficient government for the rea­ 
son that the excise board by cut­ 
ting my estimate of needs to pieces 
has made it impossible to have ef­ 
ficient government. 
I asked for an appropriation suf- 
iicient to pay the city policemen 
$125 a month. 
It is impossible to 
get good men and keep them for 
less. 
But the excise board has 
provided a sum sufficient to pay 
the policemen only $100 a month.

I asked for HOO a month for the 
sanitary policeman, which is little 
enough in this day of high prices, 
but the excise board has allowed 
me only $85 a month.
